received from a Chicago correspondent: 


"Where your, partner bids an opening 


no trump I understand you give special 
treatment to a hand that consists of 
tlirce four-carders, i. n., 4-4-1-1, and 1 
wonder if you'd bo kind enough to 
discuss this in an article of yours." 
I replied as follows: 


"I prefer a suit hid, if held originally 


or as a take-out of a partner's no trump, 
with one of the four-card snits, will) a 
hand containing a 4-4-4-1 distribution. 
For example, suppose you hold the 
following: 


Hearts —- 6 
Clubs — A, Q, J, 7 
Diamonds — Iv, Q, J, 8 
Spades— A, J, 9, 4 


The proper original bid is one club 
(either Auction or Contract). If your 
partner bids one heart or oi.ie no trump, 
bid the spqdes. If he again' overbids, 
show the diamonds. In this way you 
have given him the choice of three suits 
and should thus oHain the best results. 
My partner held vhat hand the other 
night and my hand was as follows; 


Hearts —A, Q, 4, 2 
Clubs — 9, 6 
Diamonds — A, 10, 9, 7 
Spades —Q, 10, 2 


We were playing Contract and his 
first bid was one club. 1 bid one no 
trump (no bidding by the opponents) 
and he bid two spades. I was now sure 
of game so bid three no trumps and he 
passed. His correct bid was four dia- 
monds and I would have bid six. As it 
was, 1 made six odd in no trump but it 
was impossible to bid for it. 


"Here is another hand, illustrating 


the point, I personally held this hand 


as dealer, and it was bid (Contract) as 
follows:

Hearts — Q, 7, 6, 4 
Clubs —9 
Diamonds — A, K, Q, 4

'one diamond' (opponents didn't bid 
at all), partner — 'two clubs' — 'two

and we easily scored a game that was 
not possible at any other bid. His hand 
was as follows:

trump, second hand passes, and you 
hold the following:

With this -hand two spades is the 
proper bid (either Contract or Auc- 
tion); and if your partner rebids the 
no trump you should bid three hearts. 
One of these suits should fit in with 
your partner's no trump and thus as- 
sure a game that probably is not possi- 
ble at ho trump. There are numberless 
hands of this type where proper bid- 
ding, showing two or more of the three 
four-card suits, enables partner to 
choose the one that best fits his hand 
and thus scores a game not otherwise 
possible. Be on the lookout for hands 
of this type and don't hesitate to bid 
them. One thing; you always can be 
sure of and that is that a 4-4-4-1 com- 
bination plays far better at the proper 
suit bid than at no tnmp."

Morrow's Successor in Mexico

a short session that will be dominated 
by the psychological effect of the re- 
cent election. 


The sweeping changes caused by the 


Democratic victories do not /-become 
effective at the short session and the 
Republicans still will have their large 
majority for the legislative session 
which ends on March 4 next year, but 
the deliberations will be overshadowed 
by the new order that is to come. 


Leaders and members will begin 


the short session, too, with the real- 
ization that the House once again will 
become a real battleground because of 
the almost infinitesimal margin that 
will separate the parties in the 72nd 
Congress. The new Congress will not 
meet until a year hence 
unless "it 


should be called into evtra session 
earlier. 


Longworth In Control 


Speaker Nicholas Longworth and 


his Republican majority will control 
he shore session as a strong admin- 
stration majority has controlled the 
House,in recent years; The prepond- 
erating majorities of the administra- 
ion in the last few years—wi{h the 
exception of two years during the 
?oolidge administration—has made the 
riouse a rather routine and colorless 
oody. 


But all that will -disappear in the 


72nd Congress. There has never been 
in many years such a close division. 
The count now stands 218 Republicans 
—a majority—216 Democrats,. and one 
farmer-libbr, but -this might be up

The annual 
supply for the family table. 
• There are many who will redd this 
irticlc, who know thearoma sent out 
by one panful 6f frying sausage, prop- 
;rly seasoned, on a cold winter day, 
jut magihe, if possible,'that combina- 
llon of sage, pepper, and frying meat 
from several pans of sausage. 


Foe many years Mrs. Hendrlcks has 


made'all the sausage for the following 
year at one time. Canning the sup- 
ly as It Is cooked. 
The meat is ground, seasoned and 


stuffed'into casings, taken from the 
entrals of the hog. These casings are 
allowed to get cold, (occasionally they 
are smoked) and then arc cut into 
small pieces, approximately two inches 
in length. 


Then the work of frying begins. 


All the frying pans 
available 'are 


wrought into,use and the sausage is 
cooked to suit the taste of the con- 
sumer.

One Car,Load Is Shipped 


From Blevins, Last 


Week 


Truck growers in the Blevins ter- 


ritory continue, to ship radishes. One 
car load having been shipped last 
week, and making a total of seventeen 
cars for the fall season. 


This community 
has a record of 


shipping more fresh vegetables and 
poultry than all the remainder of the 
county combined. 


There is hardly a month of the year 


by that a car load of • some-kind :of 
farm produce is not shipped-from this 
territory.

Radishes, beans, cantaloupes, ;tOma- 


toes; sweet corn and cucumbers are 
the leading vegetables'shipped. 


The i past season approximately 100 


cars1 of radishes, and'almost 200 cars 
of cantaloupes were sent to theinorth- 
ern and eastern > markets from .this 
point. 


As the pans are finished the saus- 


age Is packed into stone jars. When 
filled 16 wlthl ha few inches of the 
top a weight is placed on the contents 
and It is allowed .to cool. After cooling 
the weights are i removed and from 
one to.one-half .to two inches of hot 
lard Is poured on tha top. This, when 
cold, prevents the air from getting in 
and acts as a preservative. The jars 
are then pUt away urttil they are 
needed,

; When the family desires sausage all 
there Is to do is take it out. of the 
.jars, heat it and it is then ready to 
serve. • 


Mrs. Hendricks says, "No matter 


how long I keep it, the sausage al- 
ways tastes as fresh as though It was 
just made." "The/advantage of pack- 
Ing . the sausage into the casings," 
Mrs. Hendricks said is to keep the 
cakes from .breaking, as they usually 
do .when they are moulded by hand. 


Mrs. Hendrlcks still has a quantity 


of canned sausage left from last year's 
panning. 


It is lots of work to'grin, season 


and prepare one hundred pounds of 
sausage at one time. But think of 
having the supply for the year all 
finished with nothing more to worry 
about. All made just alike instead of 
having to make several times during 
the winter with, so many chances of 
.getting some to salty, some with too 
much pepper in it, and risking the 
many things that is likely to happen.

cally all their living at home. They 
have their own meat, milk, potatoes, 
turnips and garden.
